AT TRIAL OF 4 IN PHUA. 
Witness Says Trash Violence Planned

A government witness in the 
conspiracy trial of four Bucks 
County and Philadelphia trash 
collectors today told of a pro­ 
posal for “ taking care of" col­ 
lectors who refused to join the 
Pennsylvania Refuse Removal 
Association. 
The four defendants are of­ 
ficers of the PRRA. James An­ 
thony, owner of the Twentieth 
Century Refuse Removal Com 
pany, 
Philadelphia, 
a 
former 


PRRA 
director, testified 
that 
Salvatore Graziano asked him 
if he knew “ of a few lads who 
can crack heads and sweeten 
motors” Anthony said the term 
“ sweeten” meant to put sugar 
in a gas tank to ruin the en­ 
gine. 


Graziano, vice president of the 
association, operates the Penn 
Sanitation Corporation, Mill and 
Otter St., Bristol. Graziano is 
one of the defendants. 


Anthony said the question was 
posed to him in 1962. 


Anthony testified that co-de­ 
fendant 
E d w a r d 
Vile 
also 
brought up the same proposal. 
Anthony said 
Vile 
told 
him, 
“ we have ways of taking care 
of people who won’t join — by 
cracking a few heads and dump­ 
ing trucks in the river.” 


Vile, a director of the associa­ 
tion, operates E. S. Vile & Sons, 
Trenton Ave., Hulmeville. 


The other defendants are Harry 
Coren, president of the associa­ 
tion, of the ABC Detachable 
Container Service Inc., Philadel­ 


phia and Arnold Graf, secretary, 
treasurer, formerly with Mont- 
sanco Inc., Glenside. 
Anthony said he later told 
Graziano he knew of some peo­ 
ple who would “fix” motors for 
a few hundred dollars per job. 
Under questioning by govern­ 
ment attorney, Raymond Cauley, 
Anthony said he did not know 
such men but lied to Graziano to 
“get him off my back.” 


At a n o t h e r time. Anthony- 
said, he attempted to quit as a 
director but was told by Grazi­ 


ano that he couldn't resign. 


In another instance, Anthony 
related how he took a sixth dol- 
lar-a-month trash stop from a 
fellow member and was then 
coerced into giving up a $225 a 
month stop to that member in 
restitution. 


“ I was told if I didn’t make 
r e s t i t u t i o n the 
member­ 
ship would take away twenty- 
stops from my firm.” Anthony- 
testified. 
Anthony alsa testified the as­ 


sociation had set up a grievance 
committee in 1961 to prevent 
members from taking customers 
from one another. 


Anthony told the court the as­ 
sociation’s board of directors es­ 
tablished a penalty of $20 to $1 
if a member took 
a 
brother 
member’s work. 
He explained 
that this meant 
an 
offending 
member would be fined $20 by 
the association for every dol­ 
lar’s worth of business he took 
away. He identified 
Graziano. 
Vile and Graf as three of the 


men who proposed the penalty 
system. 


Anthony also stated that no 
minutes were

“ Graziano said it was not in the 
best interest of the association 
to keep minutes.”

N.Y. Boycott 


Continues 


NEW YORK (UPI) — White 
parents kept tens of thousands 
of children out of classes for a 
second day today to protest ero­ 
sion of the neighborhood school 
principle. A boycott leader said 
most students will return to 
school Wednesday. 
The demonstration, scheduled 
to last only two days, was 
peaceful except for one isolated 
incident at a junior high school 
in Queens* Village, which was 
picketed by 300 parents. Some 
of the pickets subjected three 
pro - integration demonstrators 
who showed up at the scene to 
name-calling and epithets. 
School Board P r e s i d e n t 
Jam es B. Donovan denounced 
the boycott as a conspiracy to 
wreck public education. 


He asked the city’s five dis­ 
trict 
attorneys 
to 
determine 
whether boycott leaders were 
subject to criminal prosecution. 
If not, he said, he would seek 
legislation to make school boy­ 
cotts specifically illegal. 


Disrupts Education 


“This new weapon of child 
boycott is not only reprehensi­ 
ble, it is at minimum a con­ 
spiracy to disrupt the public ed­ 
ucation and, at maximum, a 
conspiracy to destroy it,” Don­ 
ovan declared. 
School officials said 275,638 of 
the 1,007,000 students enrolled 
in the nation’s largest school 
system were absent Monday. 
They said absenteeism on a 
normal 
school day is 
about 
100,000 — about IO per cent of 
the enrollment. 
The boycott hit hardest in 
white residential neighborhoods 
of Queens and Brooklyn—espe­ 
cially those areas where pre­ 
dominantly white schools were

with

Negro 
schools and the student bodies 
were partially swapped to even 
the racial balance.

No Major Changes 
Perner, who began as an ap­ 
prentice at the theatre in 1954, 
moves up from the position of 
associate producer. He stated 
that no major changes in the 
operation of the playhouse are 
planned. 
The announcement came at a 
luncheon at the Warwick Hotel, 
Philadelphia. 
“ When the playhouse closes on 
Saturday night, it will be my 
last night,” Ellis said, 
“It’s 
been a very hard thing to do. 
“I told my staff this morn­ 
ing. This morning and this af­ 
ternoon are the only two times 
I’ve been able to tell it without 
bursting into tears.” 
Since 1961, when Ellis’ pro­ 
duction of “Come Blow Your 
Horn” opened on Broadway, El­ 
lis has divided his working time 
between

and 


New York productions. He gave 
this as one of the reasons for 
his decision.

“To run a theatre like this 
requires 12 months of the year

also rejected two bids which 
had been submitted for radio 
equipment.
